PREFACE 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1965. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  twenty 
three,  representing  an  increase  of  six  over  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  There  was  one  registered  stillbirth,  but  no  deaths 
were  registered  daring  the  first  year  of  life.  No  woman  died  as  a 
result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  one,  an  increase  of 
two  over  the  figure  for  Eight  people  died  of  cancer,  four  of 

heart  disease  and  tv/o  of  ' stroke’. 

No  notification  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  was 
received  during  1965.  However  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  v/as 
notified  but  no  one  died  of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  including  a portion  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the  follov/ing  pages.
